It must be remembered that 
this year’s July showing will have the same relation to 
the model year as September under the old January an- 
nouncement plan. September has only once crossed the 
300,000 mark, that in 1929, and then with only 4,452 to 
spare. On this basis, while the July figure may have 
been topped twice by Julys in the past, in relation to 
model announcements, it is far and away the leader.

Insurance Law 


Oklahoma City, Okla.—All in- 
surance companies selling auto- 
mobile insurance in Oklahoma 
will be forced to adopt a standard 
public liability and property dam- 
age policy beginning Oct. 1. It is 
expected the order will bring a 
rate reduction of 25 per cent. 


Protest Limit 


Spartanburg, S. C.—A group of

Steel Rate 


New York.—The operating rate 
of steel companies having 98 per 
cent of the capacity of the indus- 
try will be 72 per cent of capacity 
for the week beginning Aug. 17, 
compared with 70 per cent last 
week, 70.9 per cent a month ago 
and 48.8 per cent a year ago. 
This represents an increase of 2.2 
points or 3.1 per cent from last 
week, according to the American 
Iron and Steel Institute.

inventories were cut 484 units or 12.8 per cent, bringing 
the total on hand at the close of the month to 3,302 units. 
In this city, too, it is apparent that the older cars are 
disappearing from stock in good shape. Cars of the 
1928 or older vintage account for only 5.9 per cent of the 
stock. Cars of 1929 vintage have been cut to 11.1 per 
cent of the total inventory and 1930 models are 14.5 per 
cent of the total. As for the 1931, 1932 and 1933 models, 
these cars naturally account for a smaller percentage 
of the stock because of the curtailed sales and produc- 
tion of those models during the depression years. Models 
of 1934 vintage are held to a greater extent than other 
years, constituting 17.8 per cent of the entire inventory. 
The 1934 models also are moving more slowly than the 
1929, 1930 and 1931 models which accounted, respectively, 
for 13.5, 13 and 15.6 per cent of the total sales during 
July, while the 1934 models accounted for only 12.6 per 
cent of the total. Whether this indicates that the de- 
mand for the early models was greater or that the deal- 
ers have been pushing their early models harder is not 
clear. Total sales in the nation’s capital during July 
were 4,283 units which was down about 15.2 per cent 
from the June level. If this rate should continue during 
August the stock on hand would represent only about 
three weeks’ supply, but anticipating a normal seasonal 
drop the supply on hand should be equivalent to about 
30 days’ sales.

Coast of San Francisco show little change in 
Stocks used car inventories during July. The 
Static actual count submitted by 30 members 

shows an increase of two units during 


the month from 2,364 at the end of June to 2,366 at the 
end of July. This figure compares with 1,900 at the end 
of July a year ago. Sales during the month were down 
from the June level of 2,714 to 2,285 in July. The July 
sales rate, however. was 46 per cent ahead of the same 
month last year when only 1,563 units were sold, while 
the inventory was only about 24 per cent above last year. 
On this basis the inventory cannot be considered badly 
out of line with demand. That dealers put on the old 
pressure to move used cars during the past month is 
indicated by the figures showing that the average loss 
per unit sold during July was $55 as against $33 during 
June. This figure, however, compares with an average 
loss per unit of $49 in July last year and a peak loss fig- 
ure last year of $89 per unit. The peak loss so far this 
year was in January when the average per unit reached 
$74. This rate pared rather consistently until last month. 
The average selling price of used cars during July was 
$289 as compared with $298 in June. The average value 
of cars in inventory at the end of July was $344 as com- 
pared with $331 at the end of June. During July 81 cars 
were junked as compared with 135 in June. The great- 
est junking effort was recorded in February when 61 
units no longer fit for service got the axe.
